And since we are so inclined to look with favor on 
things foreign, it may be that we will come to think the 
hyphen has some merit after all, and introduce it in a 
purely American capacity. Suppose a man had been 
born in Florida and afterward took up his residence in 
Connecticut; might he not like to put on a little side 
by calling himself a Flori-Connecticuttian? And if 
one man could get away with this why might not an- 
other pridefully call himself a Texo-Michigander? 

This combination of cities would be irresistible. 
Who would not take a chance on jaw-breaking to call 
himself a Philadelpho-Indiana-politician? Or a Bosto- 
Saganawian? One may not be able to handle these 
combinations just now, but after July ist they may 
come trippingly upon the tongue. 

So by all means let’s try out the 
hyphen again. It will give us 
something to think about besides 
Income-taxie-Bolshevism.
